Election/Restrictions

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior 
art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at least 
to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding a method for manufacturing a chip 
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carrier film, particularly characterized by the steps of coating first and second insulating 
films on opposite faces of a base film, wherein the first and second insulating films have 
different coefficient of curing shrinkage, as recited in claim 14. Claims 15, 16 and 25 
are dependent upon claim 14. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

7. The following reference is cited as being particularly related to the applicant's 
invention: Terashima (6,157,085) teaches a method of manufacturing a chip carrier film 
having a base film substrate and two insulating films (15 and 18) as shown for example 
in figure 4. However, Terashima teaches that the insulating films 15 and 18 are both of 
epoxy based resins, and Terashima is further silent as to coefficients of curing 
shrinkage.
